HOLD THAT TAX LINE 
This is tax time. 
The Federal Income Tax returns and the 
State Income Tax blanks have arrived and 
any time now we will be getting our gen­ 
eral city tax bill. 
In the City of Kingston, there is talk of a 
sales tax or gross receipts tax and an in­ 
creased parking meter fee, which some peo­ 
ple feel is a disguised sales tax. 
There doesn't seem to be any relief in 
sight from taxes despite the year to year 
promises. 
On the State Income Tax level, Senator 
Fred J. Rath of Utica, who represents the 
42nd Senatorial District, deserves an “ A” 
for effort. He has introduced in the Legis­ 
lature a bill allowing a deduction of 25 
per cent of federal income tax in computing 
the state tax. 
This tax relief measure should be sup­ 
ported by all the legislators. We are per­ 
mitted to deduct our state tax from the 
federal return. Why not the federal tax 
from the state return? 
. 
* 
Until such time as the taxpayers realize 
that you don’t get something for nothing, 
whether it is a state grant or a federal 
grant, taxes will stay high. It is the tax­ 
payer who pays for the big outlays for 
schools and highways and the like. 
Public spending means high and higher 
taxes. 
Directly after the President presented 
his $71.8 billion budget to Congress, Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury Humphrey held an 
unusual press conference. He said that the 
budget is “ the best we can possibly do at 
present.” Then he added a potent warning 
that if public spending is not reduced “ we’ll 
have a depression that will curl your hair. 
He expressed confidence that reductions can 
be made in the next 18 months. 
The secretary and other officials con 
cerned with this problem must have real 
support, which means, above all, that we 
must approve and accept economy measures 
that affect us, and not just the fellow next 
door. 


LIVING DANGEROUSLY 
Already well publicized is the fact that 
America set a new record of 40,000 high­ 
way traffic fatalities in 1956. But it is stil 
astonishing to learn that altogether las* 
year some 95,000 Americans lost their lives 
in all kinds of accidents. 
As some of us pi^k up our papers to read 
of air crashes and highway mishaps, we 
perhaps feel a sense of comfort that we 
are “ safe” in our homes. But in 1956 there 
were 27,500 people who lost their lives in 
home accidents, according to the Nationa 
Safety Council. Falls accounted for a con­ 
siderable share of these. 
Some 14,300 persons died in accidents a 
work, victims of the always severe hazards 
of our industrial processes. 
We can’t avoid the harsh fact. Life in a 
modern industrial society is studded with 
risks. There is no escape from them—no 
even at home. 


IT’S FEB-RU-ARY 
February is a good time to consider tha 
deceptively simple tongue twister, Feb­ 
ruary. 
Hardly anyone says February. Mostly, 
it comes out “ Feb-u-ary.” There is also the 
school of thought—or lack of it—tha 
clings to “ Feb-oo-ary.” 
Even those radio purists who make choc­ 
olate sound like three separate words and 
come down hard on the k sound in mara­ 
schino come a cropper when they have to 
deal with February. For them, and for a 
others who trip on this innocent-seeming 
word, a humble proposal: think of any 
“ brew” word—home brew, Brewster’s Mil­ 
lions, brucellosis, or what you will.

W HAT DID NOT H APPEN 
During the Korean War, Red China intervened, 
took over the war, defeated the United Nations 
police (consisting mostly of American troops) and 
entered upon prolonged negotiations over prison­ 
ers of war, negotiations which are being continued 
to this very day. 
Did the United Nations impose sanctions upon 
Red China? Not at all! Red China is not a mem­ 
ber of the United Nations; therefore it could seize 
Tibet; it could take a chunk of territory out of 
Burma; it could create a sphere of influence in 
Nepal without suffering any consequences. It 
could stir up a war in Indochina and permit its 
territory to be used as a military base. 
There is an enormous advantage in not being 
a member of the United Nations because then it is 
possible to engage in imperialist war enterprises 
and not suffer any consequences. Red China sub­ 
sequent to these acts of imperialism conducted 
an active campaign to be admitted into the United 
Nations and has encountered considerable sym­ 
pathy and support, particularly among those Airo- 
Asian nations which apparently favor rewarding 
such improprieties by permitting a country to 
shoot its way into the United Nations. 
Furthermore, there has always been a cynical 
element in the Sta te Department which prides it­ 
self on its ultra-realism and which therefore 
favors Red China's entrance into the United Na ­ 
tions on the pragmatic ground that nothing suc­ 
ceeds like success and the torture and murder of 
American citizens are routine hazards of interna­ 
tional relations. 
So, Soviet Russia, a member of the United 
Nations, sent an overpowering army, including 
tanks which rede roughshod over women and i 
children, into Hungary to repress an uprising of j 
the people for self-government. Never in modern ; 
times was an imperialistic action so overt, so bru- j 
tal, so frank. 
Did the United Nations impose economic or 
other sanctions upon Soviet Russia for its geno­ 
cide in Hungary? Not at all! There were about 
' 0 resolutions concerning Soviet Russia’s conduct 
n Hungary, but Russia flouted them all and] 
laughed at the United Nations and its pretenses1 
at power. Dag Hammarskjö ld, its highest official, 
wished personally to go to Hungary to see what 
was going on. but they would not admit him. They 
treated him like what he is, a paid job-holdcr of 
an international debating society. 
Did our Sta te Department threaten to vote 
sanctions against Soviet Russia over Hungary? j 
Don’t be silly! 
Apparently there was even a 
denial

American radio facilities were used to encour- ! 
age the Hungarians to declare their independ­ 
ence, although the balloons could not be denied 
because they are demonstrable. It pays to be a 
strong power in the United Nations, with a 
permanent seat on the Security Council and the 
right to vote, because then it is possible to tell 
anybody to go to the devil. 
India went into Kashmir the way Red China 
went into Korea and Soviet Russia went into

That Body of Yours

REACTION TO HOSPITALIZATION 
IN THE AGED 


The behavior of elderly people frequently, and 
perhaps unfairly, is compared to that of children, j 
How-ever, there is no doubt that the reaction of 
children and the elderly toward injury and hos­ 
pitalization have many resemblances. 
Dr. E. Litin, Rochester, in The J ournal of the | 
American Medical Association, tells us that the | 
child reacts in an apprehensive, confused, and | 
sometimes terrified manner to an injury and su d -1 
den transfer from his home to strange hospital 
surroundings. 
These 
reactions are 
intensified 
during the niglft w’hen the semidarkness and 
shadowy figures give full rein to the child’s fan­ 
tasies and imagination. 
It is often amazing how’ 
a child’s anxiety can be lessened by the presence 
of a familiar person or even a familiar toy from 
home. These serve as ties between the child and 
home and thus lessen the feeling of separation 
and strangeness. 
Many of the same reactions are seen in aged 
persons after injury or illness requiring hospital­ 
ization. 
The single most constant symptom is 
that of delirium which, as in the child, is greatly 
intensified at night. The delirium is characterized 
by a complete lack of knowledge of time, place 
and person. 
Some degree of agitation and panic 
frequently is apparent. 
Depending on various 
individual factors, the patient may show’ halluci- s 
nations, delusions of persecution, or combative- j 
ness and may really exhaust himself. 
This de-1 
lirium often may be far more dangerous than ! 
the original condition for which the patient was 
hospitalized. 
What can wre do to help such cases? 
Again, 
as with the child, relatively simple measures, 
such as the presence of a familiar person or light 
from a night lamp, may prevent the appearance 
of delirium. 
Such measures allow the elderly 
person to get acquainted with his surroundings 
and understand where he is and why. 
This is important when we remember that the 
older person’s memory for recent events is often 
very faulty. 
We have all heard or made the re­ 
mark. “ He is living in the past” and this is really 
true, about very many elderly persons. 
The re­ 
markable thing is that they can remember in de­ 
tail events which occurred many years ago and 
yet cannot remember, for example, what they had 
for lunch on the present day. 
We do not yet 
know the exact reason for this but we know’ that 
it is ^ fact and we should make allowances for it. 
It is obvious that in many cases there is no \ 
choice regarding hospitalization of an aged person i 
because surgical or other procedures may need to 
be carried out which can be done only in hospital. 
What must be kept in mind is that physical in­ 
jury or illness can become a mental condition as 
well when the elderly person foresees a period 
of helplessness and further dependency, loss of 
self-esteem, and financial burden. 
It is easy to 
see how an elderly person can be quite overcome 
when illness or injury is added to the stress he ! 
is already undergoing by the mere act of existing 
in a society geared to a large extent to the needs 
of the young and healthy. 
To add the necessity 
for further adjustment to a strange hospital rou­ 
tine is sometimes asking too much. 
Tomorrow’ we will discuss a few’ simple meas­ 
ures which may help the elderly person adjust 
himself to hospital.

that shows what ex penses on 
a business trip are considered 
deductible: 
In those cases where a tax ­ 
pay er makes a business trip 
such as attending a conv ention 
or other business meeting, and, 
as an incident of such trip, 
engaged in some personal activ ­ 
ity such as sightseeing, social 
v isiting 
or 
entertaining, 
or 
other recreation, that part of 
the total ex pense of the trip 
which is directly attributable 


to the tax pay er’s business will 
he treated as deductible not­ 
withstanding 
the 
incidental 
personal activ ity . 
That part of the total ex ­ 
pense which is properly alloca­ 
ble to such incidental personal 
activ ities will be treated as 
nondeductible personal or liv ­ 
ing ex penses. 
Where the purposes of a trip 
are primarily personal, the en­ 
tire ex pense inv olv ed will be 
treated as nondeductible per­ 
sonal or liv ing ex penses not­ 
withstanding that the tax pay er 
engages or participates in some 
incidental activ ity related to 


his business. 
Where a tax pay er’s wife ac­ 
companies him on a business 
trip, those ex penses attribut­ 
able to her trav el are not de­ 
ductible unless it can he ade­ 
quately shown that the wifes 
presence on the trip has a bona 
tide 
business 
purpose. 
The 
wife’s performance of some in­ 
cidental serv ice does not cause 
her ex penses to qualify as de­ 
ductible business ex penses. 
The same rules are applic­ 
able with respect to any other 
members 
of

tax pay er s 
family who accompany him on 
such a trip.

Chief Justice Albert Conway 
of the Court of Appeals urged 
the Legislature y esterday to de­ 
ter action at the current session 
and deliberate the proposals at 
length in the coming y ear. 
He spoke at a public hearing 
called by the Legislature's ju­ 
diciary committees to determine 
sentiment on proposals put lorth 
by the tem porary commission on 
the courts. It would req uire ap­ 
prov al of a constitutional amend­ 
ment to carry out the plan. 
Warn Against Delay 
A former chief judge, Edmund 
H. Lewis ot Skaneateles, joined 
three other leading justices in 
appealing for prompt considera­ 
tion. They contended that delay 
might 
mean defeat of needed 
court reform. 
The commission, known as the 
Tweed Commission, proposes that 
18 semi-independent 
courts 
in 
the state be reorganized into a 
s i ng l e , cent rail administered 
court sy stem financed by the 
budget. 
Thu structure would consist of 
the Court of Appeals, the Appel­ 
late Div ision, the Supreme Court, 
the County Court and a General 
Court for New York city and a 


M agistrates’ or District Court 
for the rest of the state. 
Ov er 300 at Hearing 
More than 300 persons crowd­ 
ed into the staid Senate chamber 
for the 3*2-hour hearing. Many j 
speakers agreed generally with 
the commission proposal but a t­ 
tacked 
prov isions 
that 
would 
eliminate their particular courts, 
j 
Conway said the state’s judicial 
conference, of which he is chair-i 
man, had agreed unanimously at 
a meeting last Friday to take no 
action pending further study of 
objections and suggested changes. 
The judicial conference and the 
Appellate Div ision would admin­ 
ister the plan. 
Presiding 
Justice 
Dav id 
W. 
Peck of the Supreme Court's Ap­ 
pellate Div ision, 
First Depart­ 
ment, said he was “alway s fear­ 
ful that those who counsel delay , 
counsel defeat.” 
Asks for Family Court 
Peek’s department cov ers New 
York eitv , where court congestion 
has been a problem. He said the 
state’s courts lacked “the flex ibil­ 
ity that is the key stone of man­ 
agement.” He said also there was

Peck said he found only one 
fault with the Tweed commis­ 
sion's plan as it refers to New

proposal to put jurisdiction of 
family m atters in the Supreme 
Court.

T h at v alentine you sent may 
express your lov e and affection

m eaning and origin of St. Val­ 
entine’s Day is still not clear in 
the minds of leading historians. 
According to George W. Doug- ! 
las, who 
w rote the “American 
Book of Day s” there were at 
least 
two saints nam ed Valen- j 
tine, 
a popular 
nam e 
in

R om an days, and at least sev - j 
eral m ore reasons why the day 
is observ ed in our time. 
Douglas points out that both 
the 
Priest 
of 
Rome 
and 
the 
Bishop of Terni. who suffered 
m artyrdom in the second half of 
the third century, are* possible 
links to our present day eelebra- 
I tion. 
The priest was beheaded on 
| Feb. 14, not at all an amorous 
reason for becoming the patron 
saint of lov ers, and the B ishops 
j nam e might hav e been the re- 
' suit of m istaken identity. 
In bygone days, the letters ‘v ’ 
! and ‘g’ w ere freq uently inter- 
i changeable 
in 
popular 
speech. 
The N orm an word “G alantin.” 
which m eant a lov er of the fair 
sex, w hat the rock ’n roll age 
might call a m asher, was fre­ 
q uently w ritten and pronounced 
v alantan or v alentin. F ron rth e s e 
facts, we can conclude that by a

Bishop Valentine was established 
as the patron saint of sw eet­ 
h earts and lov ers although he 
had no real connection w ith the 
idea as it exists today’.

in the world and to w ant to hold on to it. 
E dg ar Boyce, a civ il serv ice employe, reports th a t it took him 
a long time to find the courage to q uit.

He was eligible for retirem en t a fte r 30 years of serv ice in his 
job. He was 55 when he had put in the req uired 30 years and could 
retire. 
“But ” says Bov ce “the gov ernm ent would allow me to keep on 
working’ until I was *70. My salary paid me a lot more than m y 
pension would pay. So I kept on working, and I kept on thinking 
how ironic it w as th a t I could q uit right now', any morning, and 
still hav e enough to liv e on. But I did not dare to q uit. 
“I was afraid of missing the people at work, afraid of not hav ­ 
ing enough to do to keep me busy a t home, afraid of losing the 
only security I had ev er known— the daily w aking up to the alarm 
clock, the fam iliar job, and the regular pay check ” 
'B oyce retired in January, 19 56, when he was 58 . And in the end 
it was his wife who gav e him the courage to q uit, he adm its. Mrs. 
Boyce kept reminding him th a t he was 58 , th a t his years w ere 
growing short.

Ev ery m orning ov er the breakfast coffee she suggested how’ 
Niice it would be it he could stay home, and if he could use his free- 
dom.

“ I don’t care about the money you earn as much as I care about 
you,” she told him. 
It has been ov er a year now since the Boyces retired. D uring 
th at year Bov ce began teaching an adult Sunday school class at 
his church. They sold their home and mov ed to a sm aller house, 
much in need of repair. They w orked together remodeling and re­ 
decorating, and landscaping. This past m onth they listed the house 
with a real estate agency, and 
are assured they can sell it for a 
good profit. Now’ they are out house-hunting again, 
for another 
house to re-do and sell at a profit. 
Bov ce has only one reg ret: 
the three years he spent betw een 
55 and 58 trying *to get up courage enough to q uit.

If you are buying your first 
spinning outfit, one of the de­ 
cisions you’ll have to mak e is 
what k ind of line to get. 
Ob­ 
viously, the type of fishing you 
have in mind will decide the test 
of the line. 
For most purposes a six-pound 
test is perfectly adequate. Since 
the distance of your cast is regu­ 
lated bv weight of the lure pull­ 
ing line through the air, low tests 
of four, five and six pounds are 
best because they have a thin 
diameter. 
Which Line to Buy 
The big question is, however, 
whether to buy a six-pound mon­ 
ofilament, or a six-pound braided 
nylon line. There are two com­ 
mon types of braided nylon lines, 
but onlv one is suitable for spin- 
ning—the cored, or hard-braided 
nylon. 
In construction, the hard braid 
is 
made 
from 
cabled 
nylon i 
thread, being braided over a core 
that runs the eniire length of the 
line. This core, which consists of 
twisted filaments, not only k eeps 
the line round and adds consider­ 
able strength, but also reduces j 
water absorption. Coreless lines 
become flat, soak up more water, 
and do not spool evenly. 
Need Trea tment 
A lthough 
nylon lines do not 
require the same degree of w at- | 
crproofing as silk lines, they do! 
re q u ire a surtace treatm ent to 
fill 
the 
openings between the 
braid. This tends to stiffen the 
line slightly, which is an advan­ 
tage in that it prevents the line 
from clinging to the adjacent 
ceils on the reel spool. 
However, even the best w ater­ 
proofing cannot 
prevent 
some 
w ater absorption, and thus ny­ 
lon lines lost a small percentage 
©1 their actual strength when 
thoroughly wet.
